The validity of two-cent passenger fare 


laws juid maximum freight rates was 
sustained by the court today in another 
series of decisions in the noted state rate 
cases. 


No decision was a-nnounced 
in the 


Kentucky case. 
In the Missouri case, a 


great majority of the rates contested by 
' the railroads as confiscatory were held 


valid. 
State freight rates, established 


in Oregon were also approved. 


Claims that the state laws attacked 


intcrferred with inter-state commerce 
were swept aside, following the prece- 
dent set in the Minnesota rate decision 
a week ago. 


In a. majority of the Missouri cases, 


and in Arkansas .case the court held the 
railroads presented too general data on 
which to base a claim that their prop- 
erty was being taken without, compen- 
sation by the operation of the new rate. 


Applies to Several. 


The decision holding the Missouri rates 


conflscnory as to the Chicago Great 
Western was made tu apply, by virtu* 
of stipulation between the state ^nd the 
railroads, to the Quincy. Omaha and Kan- 
sas City railroad and the St. Joseph and 
Grand island railroad. 


The decision was based upon the two- 


cent passenger law and tiie maximum 
freight law. 


Justice Hughes, who announced the de- 


cision, held that the point sought to lie 
made bv the railroads, to the effect that 
the Missouri rates were an interference 
with interstate commerce, must be decid- 
ed against them for the samfl reasons 
given by the court in the Minnesota rate 
cases. 


The court also Mistntncd the rates of 


;he Missouri law uj to the Chicago. Burl- 
ngton and Quincy, the Atchison, Topeka. 
and San Francisco, the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas, the- Chicago, Roc'.c Island an 
Pacific (i..eluding St. Louis. Kansas Cit 
and Colorado), and the St. Louis an 
San Francisco. In each of these cases th 
lecrees of the lower court in favor of th 
ailroads were reversed.

W. E. Longley, who occupies the newly-created posi- 


Jtton of Indiana state fire marshal, has undertaken in thali 
Connection a particularly timely effort to warn against 
Heedless fires and their attendant accidents resulting from 
.the use of fireworks and other explosives on the Fourth of 
iluly. Somehow, it is difficult to convince the general pub- 
fcc that a tribute of fire losses, death and personal injury 
I* wholly unnecessary as an expression of patriotism on 
)Bur country^ birth anniversary, but unquestionably there 
lias been some encouraging progress made in that direc- 
tion. The "sane Fourth" idea is already showing excel- 
lent results, and it will show still more. 


v._.. Under the new law every township trustee, town 
derk and fire chief in Indiana is made an assistant to the 
•tate fire marshal, and to those officials as well as to the 
general public Fire Marshal Longley is appealing for aid 
ta his crusade. He is asking that they, as well as the gen- 
fcral public, insist upon a rigid enforcement of laws and 
Ordinances dealing with the sale and handling of fireworks 
Wherever such ordinances are in existence. Where laws 
ire deficient in this particular the movement becomes an 
'educational one in which good results may be obtained 
only by an appeal to the good sense of the people. It is 
.well night impossible to entirely eliminate the menace of 
carelessness where fireworks of any description are per- 
mitted, but the improvement resulting from restrictive 
measures has been amply illustrated in Fort Wayne dur- 
ing the past few years. City ordinances prohibit the sale 
Of those varieties of explosive held to be most dangerous 
to human life and limb, and to a large degree they have 
been effective. With these ordinances must come, how- 
ever, an insistence upon greater care in the use of the 
•mall fireworks which are not yet under the ban of the 
law. Deaths, personal injuries and fires are too heavy a 
price to pay for indulgence in the utterly mistaken notion 
that patriotism is measured by noise. "Fire Marshal Long- 
ley's preachment is worth heeding.

Presidential power, though often su- 


preme, is not arbitrary.

In legislation, the veto gives him 
authority equal to one-third of the sen- 
ate and house. No treaty and no ira 
portent appointment to oilico can bo 
made without his approval. 
As chief 


magistrate he not only enforces the 
laws, but, more than any other one man 
in our system, represents the whole body 
of our people.

Rev. Harry F. Ward, of Chicago, secre- 
tary of the Methodist Federation for 
social service, when he lectures at the 
Simpson M. E. church tonight at 8 
o'clock.

their dividends, he would 
inquire 


what they were doing for human life— 
about tho health and tho homes of the 
workers.

dustry, but industry was made, for man."

the Careful and Economical Housekeeper 


This Is the season of tho year when 


the refrigerator, its care and Its econ- 
omy are Items ot considerable Im- 
portance to the average housekeeper. 


How best to keep food cool, with 


:h& minimum amount of expense for 
ce, and to keep all.foods fresh re- 
gardless of conflicting odors, puzzles 
many a housewife. 


Of course absolute cleanliness Is 


he first secret of refrigerator lore. 
The refrigerator cannot be kept too 
spotless. 
Every morning ' the food 


section should bo wiped out clean, 
and once or twlco a week the Ice 
should be removed, the entire refrig- 
erator 
washed 
thoroughly In 
hot 


vater, some disinfectant used, and 
horoughly scalded. 


Tho blggcat secret about Ice econ- 


omy- Is to keep the Ico chest 
well 


filled with Ico at all times. 
Never 


mind if you have plenty of Ice to keep 
the food cool for the entire day, have 
your Ice chest filled Just the same. 
It will work a saving. 


Keep the refrigerator In a per- 


fectly dry place, away from draughts, 
and as far from the oven and the gas 
stove as possible, and In a place 
where the sun cannot reach It. 


Wrap the ice In Ice blankets, which 


may be purchased. Parchment paper 
blankets are good, and there are vari- 
ous kinds. These seem like an ad- 
ditional expense at first, but they will 
ba found to be an economy Jn the 
long run. 


Milk, butter, cream and eggs should 


always bo placed under the Ice. Place 
bottled waters and beverages next to 
the Ire to chill them, Placo flsh In a 
cookery bag or wrap It securely In 
oiled paper to prevent the odor per- 
meatlng the milk and butter. 


Meats should not be placed next tf> 


the ice, and cheese should never b» 
placed in a refrigerator at all, but 
always wrapped In a cloth and placed 
in the basement. Celery, lettuce, on- 
ions and other vegetables of the sort 
should be wrapped In a wet brown 
paper and place on cellar bottom. 


If these suggestions aro observed, 


much of the difficulty of the keep- 
Ing of foods In hot weather, and the 
saving of. ice, will be solved. 


When cream Is too thin to whip, 


add tho unbeaten white of an egg. 


When using nut meats for a cake, 


dredge well with flour and they will 
not settle to tho bottom. 


Egg stains may usually be removed 


from a silk gown by rubbing the spot 
well with common table salt 


If fowl seems tough, add either a 


pinch of soda or a little vinegar to 
the water In cooking.

Before using new enamelled cook- 


Ing utensils grease the Inside with 
-butter. 
This prevents the enamel 


from cracking and chipping after- 
wards. 


Just a Few Hints for the Outdoor Feast 


There are very few articles of food 


In the fowl, fruit and vegetable line 
which cannot be converted Into most 
appetizing viands far th* outdoor 
feast All sort* of meat may be made 
Into meat loaf, or prepared for sand- 
wich filling. 
And there aro numer- 


ous puddings which may be easily 
made and as easily carried to th* out- 
door picnic. 


Pie doe* not serve th* picnic pur- 


pose very well, but cakes are always 
good. For appetizers, pickles, olives, 
chill sauce, or radishes, all may be 
easily carried. Lemonade and coffee 
are the recognized plcnlo beverages, 
but a can of fruit Juice, which may be 
diluted and toed. Is delicious. 


Sandwiches, however, are the In- 


dispensable articles of every picnic 
menu. 
They should be made from 


several kind* o£ bread—white, rye, 
brown, and whole wheat; and each 
sort of bread should, have a different 
Oiling. 


For white bread sandwiches try 
some of these fillings: 


Ham and veal filling—To a cup of 


ham and veal mixed add four drops 
of tabasco sauce, a teaspoon of mup- 
tard, two tablespoons of mayonnaise.

Virginian," which had its letting in am 
around Medicine Bow, related no charac 
tcristic loyalty of the people who in 
habit the wide plains of Wyoming great 
cr than that which came to light in the 
deserted camp of Carbon, a few miles 
from this plaoe, a week ago, when the 
sole survivor, Mrs. John West, 78 years 
old, wag accidentally found in an oh 
shuck where she had lain for nearly two 
weeks without a bite to eat or a drop 
of water, patiently awaiting death. 


"I will not leave .my homo unless you 


promise to bury 
me 
here if I die," 


pleaded the old lady; "my husband is 
buried here, and my Bon is buried here 
and here I want to rest—yes, rest out 
aero where my dear ones are." 


Mike Qucaly, ST., an old ranchman, 


.vho found the aged woman, attracted 
)y her groans M he passed the house, 
;ave her water and made her as com- 
'ortnble as possible, and then rodo to 
Medicine Bow for aid. She was brought 
;o this place and later taken to the 
jeneral hospital, at Rdwlins, where she 
a slowly dying. 


When found, Mrs. West -was lying on 


a rude bed, with her clothes on. She 
lad been suddenly »trieken with heart 
ailure and was unable to take care of 
lerself. For ten days, she said, she had 
vatched and waited for someone 
to 


iC. 
Death 
would have 
been wel- 


comed. Her feet had swollen until the 
Icsh bulged out between the shoe laces. 
The shoes had to be eut from her feet. 


Mrs. West came to Wyoming in 1860 


with her husband. They jived on a ranch 
everal years and then moved into Car- 
>on when that thriving young city was 
nhnbited by more than 8,000 souls. It 
was there her husband died, and later 


their only «on, who had been born on the 
frontier, fell down a cdkl shaft in a mine 
and w»s killed. They were buried side 
by sldo out in the little graveyard In 
the sand. 


Several years ago tho Union. Pacific 


opened up a new coal mining camp at 
Hanna, and it changed its tracks, leav- 
ing Carbon to one side. One by one the 
inhabitants moved away, until, five or 
six years ago, Mr*. West was the sole 
survivor of tho once prosperous city. 
Friends tried to induce her to move 
away, but she always refused. 


"My dear ones arc buried here and I 


want to bo near them while I live, and 
I want to be burled by tbem when I 
die," she would say.

neighbor of Mrs. West in the now de- 
serted city, in former years, occasionally 
carried groceries and provisions to the 
nged woman, but during the pnst month 
ho had been busy in another nart of the 
•ounty with his duties as rond super- 
oisor, and did not know of her pitiable 
condition.

through this dcscrt&d city, but they only 
passed as the wind, and none heard the 
dying wail of the lono!" woman until > 
Mike Qncaly found her by chance. 


The houses are falling to pieces. Many 


bavo been moved away to some other 
placa when their owners left to look for 
other fields of endeavor. The chimneys 
are gradually succumbing to the weath- 
er, and the whole place is indeed a city 
of the dead. Hero is still the big build- 
ng» which was formerly used as gather- 
ng places for tho cowjwnchers and min- 
csj from the gulch. 
In big weather- 


worn letters one reads the legend "Car- 
ion Hall." but no sound of music greets 
the weary wayfarer—no 
proud cow- 


punchers comes stalking out of the door 
over which remains the dim sign. Gone 
are the people who once gave life to this 
town where now ia nothing but the sil- 
ence of the grave—a grave of a once 
mportant city.

came to Seattle to report their discovery 
of a gigantic cave in the heart of the 
Olympic mountains, in the northwe't 
part of the state. 


They describe the cave as being ahou 


twenty miles long and half a mile wid 
in places, with large rooms filled with 
amazing things. It has an entrance an " 
exit and lies in a region easy of access 


The woodsmen were cruising or mea? 


uring standing timber when they foun 
the entrance to the cave on the soutl 
side of a small mountain. 
Procuring 


lanterns and supplies, they ventured ir 
and spent fourteen 
hours 
wnnderinj; 


from room to room, finally coming ou 
into daylight twenty mi)™'further soutl 
and about one mile lower in altitude. 


They say they are the first white per 


sons to enter the cave, although Indian; 
or prehistoric men may have lived then1 
for there are numerous human ukulls 
and bones in one room near the soutl 
entrance. 


The entrance ig high enough to permit 
man to walk in direct. 
Once inside 


Gilgore and Reid found themselves in 
room with a low ceiling, but which glis 
tened like glass, and 
wns 
cold 
and 


damp. 
They 
found the room 
to be 


studded with utalactiten, ten to twenty 
feet, protruding from the sides of the 
walls. The floor wns composed of damp 
red «and, and near one sidn was a small 
stream worn out of the solid rock.

out into a court 
and another

room with a high ceiling. Over the floor 
and under the flut rows ran myriads 
of lizards and unake.i.

every size. 


Hurrying through this cavern, (Jilgorn 


and Reid, holding hand* for mutual aid, 
and to assure each other confidence, en- 
tered a wonderful rotunda, with a dome 
and walls of white silica or lime rock. 
They estimnted the length of this room 
to be close to 1,1100 feet, and from 2,000 
to 3,000 feet wide. The ceiling ranges 
from BO to ion feet on the side* to sev- 
eral hundred fp.'t in the domed center. 


The light from the lanterns would not 


penetrate to the top of the domed ceil- 
ing. 
This room was bare as far as cu-

A Yawning Pit. 


Following the general 
trend 
of the 


cave, the men worked their way for two 
miles over rooks, across abysses 
and 


around pools of 
water 
of 
unknown 


depth, until they came upon a yawning 
pit. 
Here they filled one lantern with a 


fresh supply of oil and threw the empty 
bottle into the pit. Reid counted thirty 
before the bottle was heard striking the 
rocks on the bottom of the pit. 


Once around this deep black hole the 


men found easy going and came upon 


i another room filled with a strange odor. 


I This was 
believed to he produced by 


sulphur-bearing rocks in the formation 
of the walls. It was very nauseating. 


| 
Believing that they would have to turn 


back because of this gas, the men sud- 


denly emerged into another room, in 
which they felt fresh air blowing in :i 
strong current through the cavern. They 
were unable to trace its origin, but were 
fairly carried by the current into an- 
other separate room, where tbe lanterns 
were not needed, because phosphorous 
rocks made everything as bright as day. 
The air was fresh ana sweet here, evi* 
dcntly coming from an uperture in tlie 
fides of the mountain. 


Like an Inferno. 


Wonder after wnnder opened up before 


the two 
explorers 
as 
they 
hurried 


through the natural tunnel. After trav- 
ersing many miles of the caves they 
ciime upon a large room 
filled 
with 


every conceivable noise. It was a verita- 
ble inferno. 
Screeches, 
howle, moan- 


ings and sharp reports like explosions 
rent the air continually. There was not 
n thing moving to p-.uduce the sounds, 
and it was a terrifying mystery to the 
woodsmen. 


Ten minutes more brough them into a 


room where many skulls and human 
bones lay in small piles, as if the room 
had been used as a vault for the dead. 
•Stone arrow heads and stone mortars 
were observed. 


Hand in hand the two men hurried 


along, and after more than 
fourteen 


hours came upon a straight, low-arched 
passageway, and saw daylight through 
a hole so tiny it looked like a keyhole. 
The hole was really the south entrance 
of the rave, and the discoverers found 
themselves in the mountains again and 
fully twenty miles from camp. 


With a party of students from the 


fctnte university they will again 
visit 


the cave and obtain pictures and draw- 
ings.
